William “Will” Isaac Buckner and Mary Elizabeth “Lizzie” Dockery were 
bom in North Carolina a few years before the beginning of the American 
Civil War (The names Will and Lizzie are used in accordance with Lawrence 
Fobes in his book entitled “Wilde,” page 33). Will was a son of George 
Washington and Malinda Runnion Buckner and Lizzie was a daughter of 
Elisha Logan and Mary Jane Wild(e) Dockery. Their fathers, George and 
Logan (or Lish), respectively, were soldiers on opposite sides in the Ameri¬ 
can Civil War and both died in 1864 while still in the military. George died 
of dysentery at Cumberland Gap, Tennessee, on August 16, 1864, while a 
member of the 2nd North Carolina Mounted Infantry (Union). He had ear¬ 
lier deserted from the 64th Regiment of the North Carolina Infantry (Con¬ 
federate). Logan died of small pox on May 3, 1864, while being held at 
Fort Delaware as a prisoner of war. He was a member of the Fifth North

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Carolina Cavalry (Confederate) at the time of his capture in Clay County, 
Kentucky. 

William Isaac Buckner was bom on March 16, 1855, in Buncombe County, 
North Carolina. He was the second of five children of George and Malinda 
Buckner, four of whom survived to adulthood. At the age of 7 his father 
was conscripted into the 64th North Carolina Regiment (Confederate) and 
2 years later George died at Cumberland Gap while a member of the 2nd 
North Carolina Mounted Infantry (Union). Consequently, Will was brought 
up by his mother and probably knew little of his father. 

Maps on the next two pages show the places in Madison County, North 
Carolina in which Will lived before and after his father’s death and the end 
of the American Civil War. Arrows on each map point to the locations of 
the post offices listed on the United States census records for him and his 
family at the time. In 1860 his post office was located at Stocksville. His 
post offices at White Rock and Big Laurel in 1870 and 1880, respectively, 
are marked with an arrow on Map 2. His mother, Malinda, filed a widow’s 
claim for a pension in December, 1866, as a resident of Laurel so it is pos¬ 
sible that their residence remained the same while their post office address 
changed in those years. The location of Marshall, North Carolina is also 
shown on Map 2 as this is the site listed as the birthplace of Will and Lizzie’s 
fourth child, James Harrison Buckner, in 1882. In addition, Marshall was 
the post office used by Lizzie’s family on August 20, 1870, when the 1870 
US census was enumerated. 

Mary Elizabeth Dockery was bom in about 1852 in Madison County, North 
Carolina. The exact date of her birth is not known to me. At the time of 
her death in February of 1940 she was said to have been 87 years old. The 
1900 United States census indicates that her birth month was September. 
Therefore, September of 1852 would seem to be a logical approximation for 
the time of her birth. This is also supported by her marriage record (page 5). 
Even so, the census records variably suggest that her birth year was between 
1852 and 1854. In any case, she was the second of five children of Elisha 
Logan and Mary Jane Dockery. She was about 9 years old when her father 
joined the 64th North Carolina Regiment (Confederate) and about 12 when 
he died as a POW in the Union Prison at Fort Delaware.

The area is just north of the city 
of Asheville. Will is listed in that census as four years old and his father 
George is listed as a farmer. It seems probable that Will was born in the 
family home in the same location as it was during the time the 1860 US 
census was taken.

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The exact location of Lizzie’s birth is also not known with certainty. She 
is listed as being 5 years old on September 5 when the 1860 United States 
census for Madison County was taken but the census sheets for the county 
did not list individual townships or post offices. Her parents were living in 
Buncombe County at the time of the 1850 US census and the northern part 
of that county became Madison County in 1851 so it is possible that she was 
bom and living in the same location when the 1860 census was taken. 

By the time of their marriage on May 9, 1875, both Will and Lizzie were 
members of the Big Laurel Baptist Church (church records obtained cour¬ 
tesy of Ann Branson, a third cousin who is descended from George Marion 
Buckner, one of Will’s brothers). George Washington and Malinda Runnion 
(Rice) Buckner had joined that church together on November 16,1856, per¬ 
haps anticipating a move north. Lizzie became a member of the church on 
April 17,1868, the first of her family to join. Her mother, sisters, and broth¬ 
ers are listed as having joined the church after Lizzie.

Marriage (top) and Register (bottom) images 
spanned two pages of the record book. They were married near Big Laurel 
in the home of Will s sister, Sarah Jane Buckner Lewis, and brother-in-law, 
Joseph L. Lewis, who was the official minister for the occasion. It appears 
that Sarah Jane and Joseph Lewis had secured their own home by this time. 
The license for marriage was issued May 7 and the wedding took place on 
May 9.

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Excerptedfrom the 1860 US census for Mary Elizabeth Dockery (top) and 
William Isaac Buckner. Lizzie’s father is listed as Logan Dockery and 
they were living in Madison County. Will s father George was farming 
next to where his mother Sarah and a few of his siblings lived in Bun¬ 
combe County. George’s father Daniel died before the 1860 census was 
taken. Images of census records were obtained from familysearch.org. 
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Excerpted from the 1870 US census for Mary Elizabeth Dockery (top) 
and William Isaac Buckner. Both were living at the time with their wid¬ 
owed mothers and surviving siblings, The Dockerys in Township 7 (Mar¬ 
shall, Post Office) and the Buckners in Township 2 (White Rock, Post 
Office) of Madison County, North Carolina. All of the surviving children 
of the two families are listed in this census. Sarah Jane Buckner was 
married to Joseph Lewis by the time of this census and were living with 
her mother and siblings. Images of census records were obtained from

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Excerpted from the 1880 US census for William Isaac and Mary Elizabeth 
Dockery Buckner (lower) and for Lizzie s mother Mary Jane Wild(e) Dock¬ 
ery, two siblings, and a niece (top). Will and Lizzie were living next to Will s 
mother Malinda and his two brothers. Three of their children had been born 
before this census. They were all in Big Laurel. From familysearch.org. 
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Excerpted from the 1900 US census for William Isaac and Mary Eliza¬ 
beth Dockery Buckner (top). Unfortunately, 1890 census records were 
destroyed in a fire but it is likely that they were still living in Big Laurel 
at that time. Their widowed mothers were living in Big Laurel in 1890 as 
demonstrated by the 1890 census for Civil War widows and pensioners 
(next page). By 1900, the family was living in Clay County, Kentucky. 
The move from North Carolina appears to have been made about 1895 
since one of their sons, Dallas, is listed as having been born in Kentucky 
in 1897. I have been unable to find any further mention of Dallas Buck¬ 
ner and he appears to have died either in Kentucky or in Oklahoma. He 
is not listed in the 1910 US census. Will’s mother Malinda was also in 
Clay County by 1900, living close to Will and Lizzie. Malinda died there 
in 1903. Lizzie s mother Mary Jane was in North Carolina in 1900 and 
died there in 1904. The sequence of the family s arrival in Kentucky is 
not known with certainty but both of their mothers died before they made 
the move to Oklahoma. Philip Washington Buckner is listed twice in this 
census, one time with Will and Lizzie and the other with his grandmother 
Malinda Buckner. Images of census records were obtained from family- 
search, org. 
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Excerpted from the 1890 US census for widows and service members of 
the American Civil War. Malinda Buckner and Mary Jane Dockery are 
shown as living together in Big Laurel (numbers 10 and 11, respectively). 
It is possible that they were living with Will and Lizzie at the time. From 
familysearch. org. 
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Excerpted from the 1910 (top), 1920 (middle), and 1930 US census re¬ 
cords for Will and Lizzie Buckner. The family moved from Kentucky to 
Oklahoma in about 1908. The exact date is not known but Will s obituary 
says 1907 and Lizzie s says 1908. In any case, they seem to have been liv¬ 
ing in the Okmulgee area before summer of1908 (Cliffie Daniel Buckner 
recalled later that herfirst date with Will and Lizzie s son James Harrison 
Buckner was on July 4, 1908).

Her obituary was published in the Okmulgee Daily 
Times, March 1, 1940, and the funeral notice in the same news¬ 
paper on March 2, 1940.

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The tombstone for William Isaac and Mary Elizabeth Dockery Buckner 
in the Okmulgee Cemetery, Okmulgee, Okmulgee County, Oklahoma. 
Their son Fletcher is also buried at this site. The opposite side of this 
tombstone contains the names Shallenberger and Korp (next page). The 
gravesite does not contain individual plates with names and information 
about Will and Lizzie. I was told by a cemetery caretaker that it would 
require the signatures of all living descendants of the couple in order to 
have name plates made and placed at the site. 
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Family names engraved on the opposite side of the Buckner tombstone 
shown on the previous page. It is the site where William D. and Kate A. 
Shallenberger, the parents of May Shallenberger, are buried. May Shal- 
lenberger was married to Fletcher Buckner, a son of Will and Lizzie. Af¬ 
ter Fletcher died, May married Charles Korp. Charles and his mother, 
Almeda Bogan Korp, are also buried at this site (seepages 42 and 43).

Will and Lizzie, who were at least preparing to 
move the family to Kentucky, perhaps were present for this event. One of the 
witnesses of the marriage was Dan E. Wallin, husband of Lidda Sophronia 
Dockery, a sister of Delia s mother, Mary Elizabeth. The marriage license 
was issued on January 20, 1897. From familysearch.org. 
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Excerpted from the 1900 US census for Delia Buckner Wallin in Madison 
County, North Carolina. She and Eugene were living with his parents and 
siblings. Two of Delia s children, John and not named (later Mary Joanna) 
are listed as grandchildren of Eugene s parents. Delia was also listed as 
living with her parents Will and Lizzie Buckner in the 1900 US census for 
Clay County, Kentucky (page 11). Delia and Eugene had two more chil¬ 
dren, Maco and Phil. From familysearch.org.

County, North Carolina. She and Eugene were living with his father, John 
Man Wallin. Eugene’s mother, Cynthia Peek Wallin, died in 1909. This 
census names all of the children of Eugene and Delia.

- April 27, 1958). Philip always used 1881 as his birth year but the early 
census records clearly indicated otherwise. Specifically, the 1880 census 
for Madison County, North Carolina, lists Philip as 3 years of age. The 
1900 census for Clay County, Kentucky, lists Philip twice, once with his 
grandmother Malinda and once with his parents, as having been born in 
July, 1877. 
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The image above is part one of the World War I Registration Cardfor Philip 
Washington Buckner. He lived on a farm in Bald Hill, Okmulgee County, 
Oklahoma, during his time in Oklahoma and named his father as his near¬ 
est relative on this registration card. Philip did not have any children and 
married only later in life. Note his claim of 1881 as his birth year. Ob¬ 
tained from familysearch.org.
